Will Not Take Checks. 

There has been some friction in the inter- 
nal revenue coilector’s offices about receiving 
checks. Acting Seatetary Curtis, of the 
treasury Viepartment, states this afternoon 
that no formal order has been issued by 
the treasury department not to receive 
«hecks in payment for internal revenue 
stamps and collections, 

Internal reventie collectors throughout the 
country, for self-protection and on their 
own responsibility, however, have adopted 
a rule for the present of not receiving checks 
in payment for internal revenue stainps and 
collections. 

This course, which has been taken because 
the United States subtreasuries have _ re- 
fused to credit the accounts of the collectors 
with checks. 

Only for Silwer Certificates. 

No more silver certificates will be issued 
by the treasury department for the pres- 
ent, as the limit preseribed by law has 
been reached. That is to say, as many sil- 
ver certificates are now outstanding 
there are standard silver dollars coined 
and in the treasury to redeem them. 

The standard silver dollar was issued 
under the act of 1878, commonly known as 
the Bland act. Under this law 389,936,574 
standard silver dollars have been coined. 

After this coinage there are standard 
silver dollars in the treasury, $333,164,583; 
silver certificates in circulation, $330,282,- 
480; silver certificates in treasury, cash, 
$2,909,024; net standard silver dollars in 
treasury after deducting silver certificates 
ijn circulation, $2,882,103; standard siiver 
dollars in cirecuNition, $06,% (1,791, aad 
Philadelphia mint today, $000. 
standard silver dollars paid out by the 

The reduction in the number of standard 
silver dollars in the treasury has been 
brought about by the large demand recent- 
ly for silver dollars from the south to move 
the crops in Georgia and the Carolinas, 
and to pay off hands at work on the cot- 
ton ops. | : : 

Following is the text of the circular issued 
by United States Treasurer Morgan today: 

The issue of silver certificates being lim- 
ited to the amount of standard silver dollars 
held by the treasury for their redemption or 
exchange. for the present standard dollars 
ean be furnished only for silver certificates 
deposited for exchange or in return for those 
received for redemption. Halves, quarters 
and dimes can be furnished, in the place of 
standard silver dollars, in sums of $200 or 
snore, free of charge for expressage, or M4 
registered mail in sums or multiples of $50, 
registration free, for drafts collectable at 
Washington or any subtreasury cities, name- 
ly: New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltl- 
more, Oincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, New 
Orleans or San Francisco; or for a deposit 
of currency by any correspondent in said 
cities. The coin will be forwarded from the 
nearest subtreasury office and drafts in pay- 
ment therefor should be drawn to the order 
of the “Assistant Trasurer United States."’

A Slight Improvement.

Over Seven Miltions of Gold Dollars 
Looked for This Week. 


INTERESTING PHASE OF THE SITUATION 


Which Will Be Good News to Peo- 
ple on This Side of the Water. 


EUROPEAN SHIPMENTS WILL BE HEAVY 


It Is Believed That $50,000,000 in Gold 
Will Takea Turn This Way Before 
Long—-Will Make Better Times. 


New York, August 3.—The Bank of Eng- 
land has reduced its. price for gold eagles 
just one penny, and this action was quickly 
followed by the engagemeut of the largest 
sum of gold—$5,500,000—ever taken from 
the Bank of England in a single day for 
shipment to the United States... Of this sum 
£930,000 has been shipped by the Majestic. 
The amount of gold on the way from Eu- 
rope is now over $7,000,000, and the month 
of August will probably witness the largest 
gold imports ever known, It never was 
more welcome, The news set prices boom- 
ing upward. A member of the firm of 
Lazard Freres, the leading foreign exchange 
firm, was more sanguine concerning the sit- 
uation than most of the business houses 
on the street. This firm has nearly $4,000,- 
QUO of gold on the way to them now. 

Lazard Freres’s View. 

He said: “I see no reason why the move- 
ment of gold eastward should not continne 
for some time to come. That we do not ex- 
pect any unfavorable change in the rate of 
exchange is shown by our large imports. 
And as the lack of gold is one of the serious 
aspects of the present situation it is logical 
to believe that these imports will do much 
to bring about a better state of business 
affairs. Our crops are good this year and we 
shall export great quantities of wheat and 
other products. As long as we send food 
abroad foreign countries will send gold back 
in return, Gold imports will probably con- 
tinue for a consilerable time.” 

#50,000,: 00 May Come. 

Another foreign exchange banker predict- 
ed that “$50,000,000 in gold would he ship- 
ped to us from Europe before Thanks- 
giving.” 

The largest imports of gold for any one 
month in the past was $16,897,949, in Oc- 
tober, 1891. Gold imports of that year began 
in July and did not cease until January. 
Such a fact would be quite as logical now, 
for our shipments of gold to Europe in the 
first half of the year were larger than ever 
before, They began in January and con- 
tinued until June, and amounted to $61,958,- 
895 net. 

The high rate paid for the use of money 
here makes it worth while at present to 
take gold from abroad at almost any price. 
This movement has been directly facilita- 
tated by the banks who have added to their 
clearing house certificates to aid bankers 
to import gold. Within ten days the clear- 
ing house certificates so taken will be re- 
placed by the gold itself brought in through 
their use. Chicago banks have also acted 
for themselves in the matter and bought 
gold abroad. This was never done before by

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SILVERMAN’S SUSPENSION. 


A Chicago Private Banker Short of Money to 
Pay Up. 

Chicago, August 3.—Lazarus Silverman, al 
well-known private banker, suspended to- 
day. His liabilities are $500,000, with as- 
sets in excess of that amount and &6,000 
cash on hand. Silverman, besides being a 
private banker, was one of the largest. op- 
erators in northwestern iron properties in 
Chicago. He was interested to a consider- 
able extent in the Schlesinger iron mine 
system, the recent embarrassment of which, 
it was reported today, contributed toe his 
suspension. Silverman has popularly ranked 
as a millionaire. At the bank it was stated 
that Mr. Silverman was in New York. This 
failure, although an important one, was not 
a complete surprise. It has been understood 
that he was hard up for ready money and 
he was quite generally supposed to have 
ample assets but of the slow sort, The bank 
did not open at all today. A notice was 
posted on the door, saying: “Payment sus- 
pended for today on account of the strin- 
gency in the money market.” No assign- 
ment was made and a representative of the 
house claimed that the embarrassment was 
only temporary.

Their Meeting at Lynchburg Yesterday. 
Resolutions Adopted. 

Lynchburg, Va., August 3.—The popu- 
lists of Virginia met here in state conven- 
tion today. Nearly 500 delegates, chiefly 
from the rural districts, were in attendance 
and queerly enough, there was not a negro 
among them all. Among the visiting states- 
men were Jerry Simpsen, from Kansas, 
and Congressmen Pence, from Colorado, 
Mr. Simpson spoke to a mass Meeting 
last night and Mr. Pence today addressed 
the convention. In the course of his speech 
he bitterly assailed Mr. Cleveland and 
Secretary Carlisle, quoting from a speech 
of the latter's, delivered some years ago, 10 
strong denunciation of the financial policy 
to which he seems to be now committed. 
Pence’s speech created much enthusiasm. 

The convention was permanently organ- 
ized by the lection of Colonel Robert Bev- 
erly, of Fauquier, as chairman, with the 
usual complement of subordinates oflicers: 
CG. . Pierson, of Caroline county, who 
edits The Virginia Sun at Richmond, was 
made chairman of the committee on reso- 
lutions. The following nominations were 
made unanimously: For governor, E. R. 
Cocke, of Cumberland; for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, J. Brad Beverly, of Fauquier; for 
attorney general, William S. Gravely, of 
Henry. 

A fund was raised for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of a vigorous cain- 
padign. 

The platform adopted is reported to 
have been written by Editor Pierson, who 
is decidedly the ablest man in the party. 
It was brought up from Richmond © in 
printed slips. 

It declares first for free silver coinage 
at the ratio of 16 to 1.

ROBBERS FIRED IT. 


John Duggan Tells How a Gang of One 
Hondred and Fifty 


LOOTED THE COLD STORAGE BUILDING 


And Then Set It on Fire to Hide 
Their Stealings. 


THE EMPLOYES OF THE BUILDING 


And Their Partners on the Outside Re- 
moved Goods by the Wagon Load. 
World’s Fair Notes. 


Chicago, August 3.—Evidence of a start- 
ling nature concerning the co'd-storage 
wurehouse fire was taken by the grand 
jury today. The witness who gave the 
startling testimony was John Joseph Dug- 
gan, formerly a Stony Island avenue saloon 
keeper, and the-man who first told of the 
looting ef the cold-storage warehouse and 
its firing by a gang of robbers. He was 
flushed and excited with the inquisition he 
had undergone, but said he had made a 
clean breast of it all. 

According to Mr. Duggan, there were 
150 men concerned in the conspiracy, and 
he declared that he had given the names 
to the grand jury. He said that, from 
the opening of the exposition up to the 
time of the fire, goods were stolen, or at 
least removed from the cold-storage ware- 
house by the wagon load. The wagons 
used were express wagons generally, though 
he had known of water carts-going out 
of the gates with tanks filled with hams, 
bottles of wine and other stock. 

“Who removed these goods,” was asked. 

“Employes of the cold-storage warehouse 
and a gang that lives on Stony Island 
avenue, just this side of the grounds.” 

“Did you give evidence that would im- 

plicate criminally the persons who removed 
the goods?” 
“Yes, there'll be a sensation when this 
whole thing comes out. ‘There are about 
150 implicated. 1 have given the names 
to the grand jury.” 

More witnesses in regard to the affair 
will be called tomorrow.

It has been 
decided to reduce the secret service force, 
the number of gatemen and ticket sellers, 
the Columbian guards and to matenaly 
lessen the number of passes and it is be- 
lieved that before the close of the week

been abolished.

RETURNING TO EUROPE. 


Austrians and Italians Leaving Pueblo for 
Their Native Land. 

Pueblo, Col., August 3.—During the past 
two weeks the departure of Austrians and 
Italians from Peublo for their native land 
has almost reached the extent of a stam- 
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money; that Americans would no longer 
employ them and the only thing for them 
to do was to return home. This was quick- 
ly acted upon and within the next few days 
the steamship officers sold 340 tickets for 
Naples or Leipsic. Tonight another party 
of sixteen men and nine families will leave 
and others follow as quickly as they can dis- 
pose of their property and settle up their 
affairs. They are not paupers, but take 
with them an average of $100 per family. 


TAKING TESTIMONY 


In Regard to Alleged Discrimination Against 
Columbas, Miss. 

Columbus, Miss., August 3.—Hon. W. 
R. Morrison, of Illinois, member of the 
interstate commerce commission, has been 
here today taking testimony in regard to 
alleged discrimination in rates against Co- 
lumbus by the Mobile and Ohio and the 
Richmond and Danville roads, He camé on 
the invitation of the board of trade of this 
city to investigate the rates in effect to this 
and some other points on this road. Mr. 
J. T. Poe, genera] freight agent, and Mr. 
It. P. Deshon, attorney for the Mobile and 
Ohio, and Mr. H. Miller, general freight 
agent of the Richmond and Danville, were 
also here. The testimony was taken, but 
the case will not be decided until the com- 
mission meets in Washington.

SEVEN SEAMEN KILLED, 


And Others Injured by the Explosion of a 
Grenade. 

Berlin, August 3.—A disastrous explosion 
oceurred today on board the German armor 
clad steamer, Baden, at Keil. Lieutenants 
Oelsner and Zambach and seven seamen were 
killed and seventeen persons wounded. it ap- 
pears that some of the men just removed from 
the magazine a grenade measuring 26 ceunti- 
meters in diameter. 

Through some cause not yet explained the 
grenade exploded, killing or woundiug nearly 
every person in the immediate vicinity. ‘Pne 
Baden is a- vessei of 5,600 tons, She was 
launched in 1880. She mounts eight large 
guns and her armor is ten inches thick at the 
water line. 


IMPORTANT QUESTIONS ASKED 


The Government by Sir Ashmead Bartlett in 
the House of Commons. 


London, August 3,—In_ the.-house of .com- 
mons todaq Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartiett, con- 
servative. asked the government whether, 
since the stoppage of the free mintage of 
silver in India, there had been, as stated, a 
depreciation in the value of securities held 
in England to the amount of £130,000,000, 
whether the supply of gold was not insuffi- 
cient for the monetary requirements of trade. 
and what measures the government proposed 
to take during a financia! crisis. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that he did not know 
how to ascertain the truth of the ascertion 
that u decline to the amount stated had 
taken place in the value of securities held 
in Engiand. He did not believe that the sup- 
ply of gold was insufficient for trade require- 
ments and he could not aunounce measures 
to avert a crisis that be did not believe would 
occur. 


THE POSTAL MUST PAY, 


Jadzge Chrisman Decides an Important Tax 
Case in Mississippl. 

Jackson, Miss., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Judge Chrisman holds that the Postal 
Telegraph Company must pay a privilege 
tax of $1 per mile per year. The amount 
involved is $927.21 as taxes for the last 
three years with 6 per cent interests. 

There is more involved in the case than 
the $927.21. If the Postal is exempt other 
companies that have been paying taxes 
will also claimy that they are exempt. 

The case will be appealed. The suit was 
brought by the state revenue agent. 
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FIRE IN RUSSIA. 


One Hundred and Eighty Houses Burned at 
trisk. 

St. Petersburg, August 3.—The town of 
Birsk, in the government of Orenburg, has 
been visited by a most disastrous conflagra- 
tion. On hundred and eighty houses were 
burned, seven persons killed apd a targe 
number injured. Among the buildings de- 
stroyed were the city hail and Catholic 
ehurch. 


THE BALCONY FELL 


And Several Persons Were Thrown Into the 
River and Drowned. 

Boston, August 3.—A large crowd was 
assembled at the Chelsea Yacht “Club's 
boathouse on Mystic river tonight to wit- 
ness an illumination, when a crowded bal- 
cony fell, throwing several persons into the 
river. Four bodies have been taken out— 

A. Warren. Mrs. A. A. Putnam and 
Mrs. Augusta Schurman, of Chelsea, and 
A. L. Pemberton, of Meirose. There may 
be others still in the water. Fourteen 
people were hurt, more or less severely. 


Unable to Meet its Pavmenta. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 3.—The New York 
and Cleveland Gas and Coal Company, one of 
the largest concerns in the Pittsburg district, 
whose mines are located on the line of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, are unable to pay 
their miners in fall. The proposition has 
been made to 800 employes to bay them one- 
haif their wages for six months and the 
balance, with interest, at the end of that 
time.

RAVAGES OF CHOLERA AT MARSEILLES 


Over Six Hundred Deaths Sines the Mid 
dle of May—The Scourge on the 
Increase at Naples. 


New York, August 3.—A report reached 
the city tonight that the steamship Kar 
mania, from Naples, had arrived at quaran- 
tine with cholera on board: Three deaths 
among the passengers occurred during the 
voyage. Dr. Jenkins boarded the vessel at 
quarantine and soon after hurried to the 
city with the intention, it is said, of holding 
a conference with the health board author. 
ities. The latter refuse to enlighten the pub- 
lic on the matter tonight. 


CONDITION OF COTTON. 


Monthly Report for the Memphis District, 
Rain Needed. : 


Memphis, Tenn., August 3.—The regular 
monthly cotton crop report for the Memphis 
district made from 376 letters of inguiry to 
be published tomorrow by Hill, Fontaine & 
Co., wit!l Say: 

“The weather during the month has been 
favorable for cotton, but there is general 
complaint of a drought, and whije 252 of our 
correspondents say the weather up to date 
has been more favorable than last year, yet 
nearly ail reports the plant as guffering for. 
want of rain and that. serious damage will fol- 
low on a continuance of the drought. As a 
rule the plant is forming, biooming and boll- 
ing wel, and a majority of our correspon- 
dents report the crop in good condition. 
Throughout the district is a little later than 
last year, but a good majority report the con- 


dition of the crop as much better than at this 4 


period in 1s¥z. Worms have not appeared in 
any particular section and only 16 out of the 
total report damage from any cause. T

Labor's Opportunity. 

If the unemployed western miners 
march eastward, and the unemployed 
eastern mill men march westward, in 
search of work, we fear that the result 
will be very unsatisfactory. 

The labor situation of today brings 
up an old question frequently discussed 
in these columns. ‘The drift from the 
country to the towns has been going 
on so long that a redistribution of labe~ 
is needed. At the present time, while 
the cities and towns report numerous 
unemployed laborers, the farming re- 
gions are calling for labor. In the east 
farmers have sent their agents to the 
factory towns offering good wages for 
hands, only to meet with the reply that 
the mill men did not want farm work. 
Farm hands are also badly needed in 
the west, and while the south is abund- 
antly supplied with negro field labor, it 
is easy for a poor white man in this sec- 
tion to rent land on easy terms and pay 
for it on installments. 

Why should so many toilers stick to 
the cities and towns where they undergo 
so much privation and disappointment? 
They will find farm work no harder 
than the work in the factories, and it 
gives them a better opportunity to se- 
cure homes of their own. It is folly 
to crowd the cities with half-idle, half- 
starved labor, when the country offers 
homes, work and a comfortable living 
to all. | 

We have presented these facets many 
times, but this fall and winter we ex- 
pect to see the same exodus from the 
farming districts to the towns. A re- 
actionary movement is needed from the 
towns to the country. Our farmers, 
even when they contend against unfa- 
vorable seasons and low prices, are bet- 
ter off than the hosts of workmen who 
find employment only half or a third of 
their time in the cities. 

The young man is wise who makes 
up his mind to stick to the old farm. 
With our transportation facilities and 
the spreading conveniences of progress, 
the country will in future be the most 
desirable plaee of residence ‘that can be 
selected by a poor man or a man of mod- 
erate means. 


The Work Cure. 
A famous French physician, De Fleu- 
ry, says that Zola is exactly right in 
declaring that brain work is the best 
remedy for nervousness, sorrow and suf- 
fering. 
We cannot reproduce his scientific ex- 
planation of this theory, but some of the 
examples mentioned by him will lead 
our readers to look into the matter and 
study it for themselves. Victor Hugo 
appeared to be so much absorbed in his 
work that he was considered heartless 
or a man who would not be moved by 
any sorrow. ‘The truth is, he was re- 
markably sensitive, and in order to save 
himself from the torture of his emotions 
he sought refuge in work. In this way 
he preserved his sanity and at the same 
time gave to the world masterpieces of 
literature. 
De Fleury says that Hugo’s case 
caused him to try the brain work cure 
on his patients, men and women, who 
were suffering from various forms of 
heryousness. He got them interested in 
various studies and in correspondence, 
keeping accounts and literary work. In 
a short time they grew more cheerful. 
They were contented during the day 
and sleep came easily at night. 
The Frenchman has called attention 
to a cure of great value. It is one that 
can easily be utilized without a physi- 
cian or without going to a hospital or 
an asylum. Any nervous sufferer whose 
mind is dominated by a great sorrow 
has simply to devote himself in earnest 
to productive and useful brain work and 
the result will be a complete cure. It 
is worth trying.

Unnecessary Confusion. 

There is an intermittent discussion 
going on between the two Richmond 
newspapers, The Dispatch and ‘The 
Times, that is quite interesting by reason 
of the fact that both seem to have fall- 
en into hopeless confusion on the sub- 
ject. They seem to be wandering about 
in a dark place, occasionally stumbling 
over each other, and then apologizing, 
as your true Virginian will do when he 
thinks he has trod on another person’s 
corns. The other day The Dispatch 
made this remark: 

The proviso of the government to redeem 


its notes is potent. Why say then that the 
government cannot impart an artificial value 
to silver? 

his The Times reproduces and com- 
ments on, in part, as follows: 

Z The mind that indited these words jis not 
sound on the goose.” It sees a& glimmer of 
light and is struggling to emerge from dark- 
ness. But it has not emerged. The govern- 
ment cannot “impart” any value of any sort 
to any. thing. Value rests in opinion. One 
man thinks an article worth $20, another 
thinks it worth $5. It is really worth what 
one is willing to give for it and the other is 
willing to take for it, and no government in 
the world can add to or take from that value 
one iota. Governments, by arbitrary power 
may so situate men that they cannot exer- 
cise free will and are therefore compelled to 
use one thing or another or starve. But 
in forcing men to use the article they have 
“imparted” no sort of value to the article. 
They have put a restriction upon the free 
wil of men. 

The ‘Limes touches on a very impor- 
tant truth and then turns away from 
it to follow a phantom. The idea of 
talking about ‘the artificial value of a 
coined dollar is preposterous. The gov- 
ernment does not impart value to either 
silver or gold, but, by opening its mints 
to these metals it gives them their prop. 
er use and function, creates a demand 
for their employment as media of ex. 
change. It is this increased and en- 
larged use that imparts the value. 

For instance, if the mints of the United 
States were to be reopened to the un- 
limited coinage of silver, the increased 


heavy fall of these swindles—known to | 
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mediately bring the market value of the 
bullion up to the mint value. If this 
process should result in driving out gold 
or cause it to be hoarded, as the mono- 
metallists claim, the disappearance 
would enlarge the use and increase the 
demand for silver and thus add to its 
value. It would not result in a con- 
traction of the currency, for the reason 
that the increased value of silver as a 
currency basis would largely fill the sup- 
posititious yoid caused by the temporary 
disappearance of gold. 

The alternating standard was in op- 
eration prior to 1873, and at intervals 
gold would disappear, and then silver, 
but there is no record of any complaint 
of a contraction of the eurrency. There 
was an unscientific effort to adjust the 
ratio. In 1837 the pure gold in a dollar 
was changed from 24.75 to 23.22, but 
the result was, practically, to put a small 
premium on silver. But silver was not 
demonetized. The mints were not closed 
to it. It could be coined more profitably 
in I'rance, where the ratio was 151-2 to 
1, than at our mints, where the ratio 
was 16 to 1. When one metal got too 
dear, the other metal was ready to come 
in and take its place at the point where 
the market value rose above the money 
Value. 

What The Richmond Times says 
about value is brief, but true. It is an 
elusive element that cannot be made to 
fit any standard or gauge. It cannot be 
measured, and, therefore, the statement 
that gold or silver is a measure of value 
is grossly inaccurate. Money is a me- 
dium by which values are exchanged. 
It is an expression of value, but not a 
measure, Otherwise, the unit would al- 
Ways measure the same amount of 
value. But money being an expression 
and nota measure of value, $2 or $10 or 
even $50 may stand tomorrow for what 
$1 represented yesterday. 

The remarks of The Times on the 
legal tender power of the government 
are especially inapt and unsound. All 
laws are arbitrary, and all governments 
are compelled to put restraints not on 
“the free will of man,” as our contem- 
porary says, but on the evil passions of 
all men, ‘The legal tender power is ex- 
ercised to protect individuals from the 
rapacity that les behind the passion of 
money getting. It would be threshing 
old straw over to enter into any expla- 

ation of the purpose that impels gov- 
ernments to invest the coin that bears 
its stamp of authority; it is sufficient to 
Say that it is a power exercised in be- 
half of the citizen. 

If our Richmond contemporaries will 
take the trouble to investigate the mat- 
ter they will quickly emerge from their 
present confusion.

The Pork Robbers and Their Tax. 


Sensible and right-minded people will 
not waste any sympathy eon Cudaby, 
Wright and others in Chicago who lost 
their millions by the tremendous slump 
in pork, the other day. 

These men cornered an article of 
prime necessity and made its price de- 
pend upon their arbitrary will. They 
raised the price of pork and lard until 
their profits took the shape of a grind- 
ing tax on every consumer. 

.The pork robbers levied a tax upon 
every family in the land with no more 
shadow of right than the highwayman 
has, when at the point of a pistol he 
demands toll from the peaceful travel- 
ers in the public road. 

There will be no lamentation over 
their fall. . They have followed their 
cruel and dishonest business for years, 
and they have been so successful that 
they might have retired at any time 
with vast wealth that would have en- 
abled them to live in luxury. Rut ther 
had the gambling spirit and their pas- 
sion was to continue doubling their for- 
tunes. In doing this, they doubled their 
discontent and doubled the tax on 
others. Such men always venture too 
far and they find out that riches have 
Wings. 

In a land of freedom it is a mockery 
of justice that permits one man or half 
a dozen men to corner pork, wheat, cot- 
ton and even money, and run prices up 
or down at their own pleasure. Under 
the old English law such public enemies 
were sent to prison, and we need a re- 
vival of that stern but just code. 

Public opinion demands laws that 
will make it impossible for speculative 
gamblers to levy their robber taxes 
upon either the producer or the consum- 
er. The crops that feed and clothe the 
people should have their prices regulat- 
ed by the natural laws of trade, and 
not by the greed of unscrupulous ex- 
tortioners,

A Blind Journalist. 


People are familiar with blind preach- 
ers, musicians and artisans engaged in 
certain lines of work, but a blind jour- 
nalist is a novelty. } 

Marvin R. Clark is a New York news- 
paper man who turns out as much copy 
as any of his competitors, and he sells 
his work on its merits. He has been 
totally blind for the past four years, and 
is compelled to do his reading through 
the eyes of a boy attendant hired for 
that purpose. 

Yet Mr. Clark enjoys life and is a 
busy writer. He operates a typewriter, 
as that machine enables him to turn out 
legible manuscript rapidly and to a great 
extent overcomes the drawback of his 
blindness. He writes plays, short sto- 
ries, special articles and editorials, and 
thirteen newspapers take his matter. 
The man is a wonder to his contem- 
poraries. He is cheerful, and is just as 
well prepared to write on current events 
as:any of his contemporaries. He has 
a library of 600 volumes and uses it, 
through the eyes of his boy. He is ac- 
tive and wide awake, and can fill an 
order for any kind of work without 
any unusual delay. 

Clark has such mastery over himself 
that strangers who talk with him find 
it difficult to realize that he is blind. 
When he lost his sight it was a bitter | 
affliction, but with the aid of a type- 
writer and 2 reader he is able to get 
along as well as ever. 

The story of the blind journalist should 
encourage the thousands of people who 
imagine that some defect or misfortune 
makes it impossible for them. to suc- 
ceed in life. If they would imitate the 
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easy to make their way. 


A Disrgace to the Bench. 

Police Justice Ryan, of New York, is 
no man for the bench. 

This prejudiced and stupid judge 
abused a Jewish prisoner in his court 
the other day and expressed some very 
remarkable sentiments. He said that 
the Christians of New York could not 
be blamed for showing feeling toward 
the Jews who were taking .the bread 
out of their mouths. In future 'the Jews 
who came before him would get no 
Sympathy, but only justice based upon 
the evidence. He had sympathized too 
much with them in the past, but hence- 
forth he would be against them. 

This silly and brutal talk is unworthy 
of any American citizen, and especially 
when he holds a judicial commission. 

The Jews in Justice Ryan’s city, an 
in every other community in the land, 
will challenge favorable comparison 
with any other class. They are enter- 
prising, public spirited, industrious, and 
they take good care of the poor of their 
own race, and go down into their pock- 
ets to help their unfortunate gentile 
neighbors. ‘They are peaceful and pa- 
tient, and are in thorough sympaithy 
with our institutions. They are not 
all money lenders and traders. In the 
domains of art, science, literature and 
the learned professions they have fur- 
nished some of the greatest names that 
adorn our annals. 

But Justice Ryan should not be met 
in an argumentative.way. He should 
be bounced from the bench, as he is 
plainly incompetent to deal justly with 
a large and respectable element of his 
fellow citizens.

Hemi’ Away before the wir when Judge 
ae ti father, ‘Whose name was also 
- pson W. Harris, owned a fine farm near 
“ontgomery, and the old ante-bellum resi- 
dence was one of the best in the country. It 
was here that Judge “Samps’ Harris, «as 
he is familiarly called, spent his boyhood 
days. Near this old home lived a poor man 
who delved hard from day to day for the 
scanty food that kept soul and body together. 
Mr. Williams had several] children, the oldest 
of whom was named Tom. Tom was a& very 
bright boy, but as his father was poor his 
chances for education were limited. The 
boy’s poverty did not discourage him, though, 
and be put in his long idle moments at 
study. At length he concluded that he 
wanted to go to college and he commenced 
casting around for some friend who would 
loan him the money. He called on Judge 
Harris's father and his earnest and honest 
talk won the admiration of the old gentle- 
man and he loaned young Williams the nec- 
essary money. Tom Williams went to the 
University of Georgia and put in every spare 
moment to his study and he soon went 
through and went back home. His education 
was all Tom Williams had and he owed for 
that, but he did not owe for it long. 


Very soon after’Tom Williams’s return from 
college he met Miss Rebecca Judkins, the 
only daughter of Captain Judkins, who was 
one of the richest men in south Alabama. 
He owned more slaves than any man in the 
State. and his landed possessions were im- 
mense. Tom Williams, in the meantime, had 
been admitted to the bar and began the 
practice of his chosen profession. He made 
a few visits to Miss Judkins, but later the | 
father informed his daughter that she must 
no longer allow young Williams to visit her, 
for he was poor and he could not think 
of agreeing to a match between them. Miss 
Rebecca heard her father’s request, but she 
did not heed it. Tom Williams, however, 
discentinued his visits to the fine Judkins 
aansion, but now and then he and the young 
Jady met at neighbors’ houses, and soon an 
agreement was madeto marry. Tom Williams 
‘would not marry tlie girl till he made known 
their intentions to the father, who created 
‘a scene. In his wrath he told his daughter 
ithat he would disinherit her i¢ she married 
ithat poor chap, but this did not change the 
‘girl one bit 

One night when the full moon shone in 
brilliant splendor a small urchin entered the 
‘elegant Judkins mansion about 10 o’clock, 
‘bearing a short hote to Miss Rebecca. The 
jparents had gone to bed. The note read: 
‘“Meet me behind the garden in one hour. 
Tom.”’ 

Rebecca was dressed in her 


“every-day,” 


and went to the place designated in the 
note. In a few moments Tom Williams came 
up alone, and after a few words were said 
Tom and Rebecca ran, hand in hand, down

They offered to hire a hack to carry the 
young man down and when it was refused 
they swarmed about Kerlin and declared 
that the prisoner should never ride down iu 
the patrol wagon. Desens of young men 
echoed the cry, They said they were will- 
ing for him to go to police headquarters, 
but in the patrol] wagon—never! 

Kerlin says the crowd made every possi- 
ble effort to rescue the prisoner and would 
have succeeded had he not received assis- 
tance. Patrolmen J. H. Smith and Mon- 
trief came to his relief and aided hii in 
keeping back the crowd, which was growing 
larger each instant. He says he started to 
blow his whistle for help and it was jerked 
out of his hand. Some one grabbed his 
elub. but he held on to it desperately. 

When the patrol wagon arrived the friends 
f the young man climbed upon it, caught 
the wheels and declared that he should 
never ride in it. Some one from behind 
struck IKerlin several blows on the arm. 
He wheeled and gave the man nearest him 
a stunning blow in the face with his club. 

Great excitement prevailed and more than 
00 people gathered. Kerlin and the 
other officers stood firm and against the pro-

So we may all be thankful that we live 
in Atlanta and have so many advantages of 
health and climate, all of which we fail to 
see until they are pointed out to us.

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Porter Stocks Was Sentenced to Five 
Years Yesterday, 


JUDGE CLARK STATES POSITIVELY 


That Voluntary Manslaughter Was an Em- 
inently Proper Verdict—Stocks 
Makes a Statement. 


Porter Stocks is now in the penitentiary. 
Convicted of manslaughter for the killing 


‘of Alf Cassin, he was sentenced yesterday 


morning to five years in the penitentiary, 
and in the afternoon was taken to the 
Chattahoochee brick yard camp. 

Stocks walked from the jail to the sheriff's 
oflice in company with Bailiff Austin, and as 
Stocks is still Mmping from a sore ankle, 
the time made was not yery fast. He was 
allowed to sit in the office of the sheriff and 
rest before going into court to receive his 
sentence, 

At 10 o'clock Judge Clark inquired of the 
bailiff if Porter Stocks was in court, and the 
reply was in the affirmative. Stocks appear- 
ed to be a trifle pale and a little uneasy. 
He sat by his father and near his attorneys, 
Reuben Arnold and Colonel Bray. Solicitor 
Hill sat in his usual place, at the end of the 
table. A number of Stocks’s friends were in 
the courtroom, which was well filled with 
spectators, 

Judge Clark inquired of the attorneys for 
Stocks if there was anything they desired to 
say before sentence was pronounced. Mr. 
Arnold stated that there was. He said that 
he not only wanted the defendant to make 
a statement, but that he desired that the 
judge should hear the evidence of a Mr, 
Daniels, a witness, who alleged that he saw 
Cassin fire the pistol over Stucks’s head near 
Grant park. Mr. Arnold also stated that 
he*® wanted to introduce the county physi- 
cian, but that the wife of that gentieman 
Was too sick to allow of his attendance, By 
the county physician Mr. Arnoid intended 
to show that Stocks is now in a feeble cor 
dition, and has had several speels of sick- 
ness since being jailed. 

Solicitor Hill stated that he had no ob- 
jections to anything that the defense want- 
ed to introduce, and Mr. Daniels took the 
stand. His statement was that he was walk- 
ing towards the city when he saw a buggy 
containing two men driving in front of him, 
One of them pulled out a pistol and shot 
it over the head of the other, who proved 
to be Stocks. Stocks then jumped out of the 
buggy and ran to the horse's head. The 
other man then fired again, and brandished 
the pistol in the air. The two quarreled 
awhile, and Stocks got back in the buggy. 
The witness acknowledged that he had at- 
tended two of Stocks’s trials, and the solici- 
tor then stated that he did not believe him 
deserving of cross-examination. The wit- 
ness was allowed to retire. | 

Siocke Makes 2 Statement. 

Judge Clark expressed a willingness” 
hear the statement of Stocks, and the#priy-— 
oner was told to stand in front of the judgé. 

When Stocks began to talk his yoice Was 
rather weak, and he was justifiably. nervous 
to some extent, but as he proceeded he 
spoke stronger and in a most business- 
like manner. : 

He declared that since he had 
been in jail his health has 
been seriously impaired. He spoke about 
the collision he was in and the injuries re- 
ceived by him on the East Tennessee road. 
He was in another accident at Locust 
Grove and he had an ankle broken; this 
ankle has been giving him trouble lateiy 
and was still weak. Stocks also referred 
to the shooting of Cassin, and reiterated 
that his intentions were friendly when he 
went baék but that he took a pistol because 
he knew that Cassin was armed also. He 
saw Cassin reach for his pistol and when 
he did so, he stated, he did not feel like 
standing up and being shot down begging 
for his life, He ended by stating that 
he had always tried to do his duty while iu 
jail and had aided the jailers in putting 
down troublesome prisoners. 

In sentencing Stocks Judge Clark took 
occasion to remark that -he thought at 
the time of the first trial and still thought 
that the verdict of voluntary manslaughter 
was the proper verdict. 

“Tt is my judgment,” said Judge Clark, 
“and that has been reached without the 
testimony of Mr. Daniels, that a sentence 
of five years will satisfy the law in this 
case.” 

If Porter Stocks serves in the peniten- 
tinry as faithfully as he has acted at the 
jail he will receive the full time reduction 
for good behavior, which will cut his sen- 


tence down to three and one-half years. 


After sentence was passed Stocks con- 
versed with his friends awhile and was then 
taken back to jail. 

He expressed a desire to begin his term 
of service as soon as posisble and in the 
afternoon his desire was gratified. 

A transfer guard called at the jail and be- 
fore the sun went down Stocks had begun 
serving his term in the Chattahoochee con- 
vict camp. 

It Was a Big Legal Fight. 

The Stocks case has been one of unusual 
interest. He was tried once and found 
guilty of murder. An application for a new 
trial was made; the new trial was granted. 

Three times the case was set for a hear- 
ing and postponed for different reasons. 
Finally when the second trial was entered 
into it was broken up during the testimony 
of the third witness for the state by the 
death of Juror Crawley’s mother. 

At the opening of the third trial the at- 
torneys for Stocks made a big fight to 
secure his discharge on the ground of form- 
er jeopardy, the judge overruling a plea of 
discharge. The trial was then entered upon 
and a verdict of voluntary manslaughter 
was reached by the jury. The plea of form- 
er jeopardy was taken to the supreme 
court, and there Judge Clark was sustained 
by Judges Lumpkin and Simmons, Judge 
Bleckley dissenting. 


TRIED TO WRECK A TRAIN. 


Narrow Escape of the Georgia Road Accom- 
modation—One Arrest Made. 

Lithonia, Ga., August 3.-—(Special.)—An 
attempt was made two miles above here 
last night to wreck two coaches of the 
Georgia accommodation by cutting them 
loose from the train and leaving them at 
the mercy of a through freight following 
them, the accommodation being late and 
on the freight’s schedule.

IS THE RESULT OF INVESTIGATION. 


The Board of Firemasters Exonerate Chief 
Joyner,and the Water Board Does 
the Same for Mr. Richards. 


Chief Joyner was not responsible for the 
extent of the fire at the telephone building 
last Friday, says the board of firemasters. 

Superintendent Richards is in ne sense of 
the word to be blamed for the fact that the 
flames were not extinguished before they 
were, declares the water board. 

And there the matter will rest as far as 
an official investigation is concerned. 

Both the board of water commissioners 
and the board of firemasters held meetings 
yesterday afternoon and in both bodies the 
question of the censure, which is presumed 
to exist was discussed. The board of water 
commissioners came together first, and dur- 
ing the session the situation was discuss- 
ed. President Hillyer, of the water board, 
had with him a copy of the resolution 
adopted by the. firemasters at the meeting 
the day before in which the presence of the 
president of the water board and of the 
superintendent was requested. In the res- 
olution the water board found that the 
gentlemen were requested to be present in 
order to answer questions “required” of 
them. This did not please the board and 
President Hillyer was authorized to draw 
a paper setting forth the mind of the wa- 
ter board. That paper was drawn up and 
was read to the water board and was 
adopted by that body. 

The board of firemasters met later in the 
day and when the board came together the 
full membership was on hand and with the 
membership was President Hillyer, of the 
water board. Just as Mr. Stephens called 
the fire board to order President Hillyer 
arose saying: 

“Mr. Chairman, I have here a paper 
which was adopted at the meeting of the 
board of water commissioners today, and 
which I desire to have read. Here is the 
paper.” 1 

As President Hillyer spoke he handed to 
Chairman Stephens a folded paper and 
the chairman handed the paper to the sec- 
retary of the board, who read it. 1t was: 

Office Board of Water Commissioners, At- 
lauta, Ga., August 3, 18u3.—hon. J. M. Steph- 
ens, Chairman Bourd of siiremusters, and 
Gentleman of the board: I have the utmost 
respect lor the memvers of your board person- 
aily, but it is absolutely necessary lor Lhe 
public safety and proper maintenance of dis- 
cipime in the waier departmeut that its 
euployes should know that they are account- 
abie, not to any other bourd, vut to the 
board of water commissioners. The charge 
that there was an inadequacy in the water 
supply on the occasion of the fire in the tel- 
epnhoue building ou July 25th, and cause of 
tue sume, is u matter that depends on the 
conduct of the employes of this deparunent, 
and avy one or more of them, if at fault 
therein, would be answerable alone to this 
board, unless the city council should order 
un investigation, as by law provided. You 
appointed a committee to iivestigate the 
matter. They were invited to meet with this 
buard, but decined to come. Afterwards 
you passed the reso.ution, a copy of which, 
dated August 2d, has been furnished to me, 
and the same laid before the board of water 
commissioners. uf yous*will examine that 
resolution again you will see that in the light 
of all that nas occurred it is capable of the 
construction that Mr. Richards, superintend- 
ent of the waterworks, is thereby summoned 
by your board to do what your board »may 
“require.”’ 

‘The board of water commissioners is of 
Opinion that this body and not yours is the 
one having jurisdiction to overbaul the 
conduct of Mr. Richards in this behalf, 

The question as to why water was not 
thrown on the fire from tue cisterns by the 
fire engine, or engines, and from the artesian 
well tank, in both of which there was plen- 
ty of water immediately at hand, are miat- 
ters within your jurisdiction, and this board 
has not attempted to interfere with that 
branch of the subject, although pertinent to 
the matter in hand; and this board caunot 
see why you seem to igwore that branch of 
the subject, over which you have full juris- 
diction, and at the same time devote your 
attention to that over which you have none, 

At the same time, we do not desire to stand 
on punctilios. We have the safety of the 
efty at heart, and are willing, and more 
than willing, to co-operate with you in every 
possible way that may be needful, provided 
you consent for the action taken to be had 
in a manner consistent with our own duties 
and the independence of our own depart- 
ment, 

We have already sent you for your consider- 
ation a copy of that part of Mr. Richards’s 
report. made to this board which relates to 
the subject. 

In whut is written above we expressly dis- 
claim casting any reflection upon the fire 
department, or any of its members, merel 
suggesting the natural range of the ipyvesti- 
gation, and we certainly would mot prejudge 
the conduct of any one concerned in the 


mnatter. . 
This letter is written by direction of the 


board of water commissioners, has been read 
to and approved by them. Very respectfully, 
GEORGE HILLYER, President. 
“T would like to say,” said Mayor Good- 
win, as the reading of the paper was con- 
cluded, “that I, as a member of both the 
water board and the fire board, regret that 
any of this trouble bas occurred. Both 
boards are a part of the city government 
and both have the same interest. Both are 
created by the same power and both have 
the same rights. I can’t see that the water 
board is wrong in its claim. If thére is to 
be an investigation of this matter then it 
must be done in accordance with the char- 
ter. The city code says that investigation 
must come through the general council, and 
if one is to be had in this instance, then 
I think it should be done that way. The 
resolution adopted by this body requires 
the gentlemen who have been invited to 
be present to give such information as may 
be needed, Now, I suggest that the wording 
be changed so that it may read “requested” 
to give. This would make it better, as this 
body has no power or jurisdiction over the 
water board.” | 
Mayor Goodwin’s suggestion was put in 
the shape of a resolution and was adopted. 
“Then,” said Mr. Northen, “if this board 
has no authority to require the attendance 
of the members of the water board to ascer- 
tain what they know about this matter, 
I move that we adjourn and ask the city 
council to authorize the investigation.” 
“IT don’t think,” said Mr. Stephens, “that 
there would have been any of this trouble 
had Mr. Richards been in the least polite. 
When the committee visited the water- 
works office to ask him what time it would 
suit him to receive the committee and give 
them some infermation, his answer was 
of the most. abrupt and insulting character,” 
Chief Joyner was studying the paper 
which President Hillyer had brought in 
while Chairman Stephens was talking, and 
as the chairman taok his seat, the chief 
remarked? my 


“If I had had any knowledge of the act- 
ual situation at the time the alarm was 
turned in I would have known what to 
do. Only a few days before the fire I met

Mr. Richards and during the conversation 
he said that the pressure at the new water- 
works was just what we wanted. He then 
declared that Mr. Holly, was just waiting 
for a fire in the daytime to show me what 
he could do in the way of pressure. All 
this made me feel secure and when the 
alarm sounded I felt that we were safe. 
But it wasn’t long after the alarm sounded 
that we found we had no pressure.’ 

The chief then went on to declare that 
he was badly perplexed by thé want of 
water, and that when he found that it 
was not coming he did not have time to 
moye to the artesian well or the Grady 
monument cistern, as the paper from the 
water board might indicate. 

“For,” said he, “at the time the moving 
was demanded the fire was moving along 
and anything like moving a steamer at that 
period would have resulted in the total 
— of the building if it had stopped at 
that.” 

“Well, I move,” said Mr. Northen again, 
“that we request the general council to go 
into this investigation, and let’s know who 
is to blame.” 

“T should think,” said Mayor Goodwin, 
“that an investigation of the matter ‘would 
be unwise. We know how the trouble 
came about, and I have here a series of 
resolutions which, I think, will cover the 
ma tter.”’ 

Mayor Goodwin then read the following, 
which he had been writing on his knee: 

Resolved, That the facts before us show that 
the difficulty encountered by the fire depart- 
ment at the telephone exchange buiiding on 
last Friday afternoon was occasioned by the 
want of water and water pressure and was 
in no respect a fault of the fire department. 
The want of water pressure was the result of 
the running of the engine of the new works 
during certain hours, and chiefly during the 
daytime; and the running of the engine at 
the old works at other hours, chiefly during 
the night, and the fire unfortunately occurring 
just at the time of turning off the new and 
turning on the old engine, the question of ad- 
justing the pressure between the old and new 
engines being one of delicacy and responsi- 
bility for the safety of the pipes and ma- 
chinery, and the want of pressure just at this 
time cannot with justice be charged as a 
fault on the water department, and the ex- 
erience from this occurrence has resulted 
n such extra care and precaution as will pre- 
vent a recurrence of want of pressure, as 
under= the present arrangement the new en- 
ine is to be in readiness to start up for one 
post after it has ceased running. 

“T’d like to say,” continued Mayor Good- 
win, “that if Atlanta has three servants 
more faithful than all others, I can call 
them. In fact, no city in the country has 
more faithful officers than Chief Joyner, 
Superintendent Richards and City Engineer 
Clayton. ‘Every one of them is the best 
in the country, and none of them would 
be derelict in his duty and his attention. 
Now, I move that we hear from Judge 
Hillyer. I mean that he be respectfully re- 
quested to tell this board of the matter now 
~ hand, and give it any information he may 

ave. 

Judge Hillyer related the entire proceed- 
ings of the board of firemasters, and show- 
ed the good work the department was do- 
ing. He then declared that he knew that 
Superintendent Richards was one of the 
best officials the city has ever had, and 
that none of them had done more work, 
or better work, for the city than he. 

Nr. Northen then renewed his motion 
to secure the authority of the general coun- 
ci] to proceed with an investigation. 

Mayor Goodwin opposed anything like an 
investigation. and was supported in his 
nosition by Mr. Shropshire, who thought 

kes —uch investigation had already 
taken place. _—_ 

Mr. goer was with Mr. Northen, and 
wunted the authority to go on with the 
work. : 

Mayor Goodwin again presented his reso- 
lution, and urged its adoption. 

Mr. Northen soon found himself in the 
minority, and finally agreed to the adoption 
of the firsteclause of the resolution, which

Disheurtened, Discouraged aud Hopeless.

Is Still Confined in the DeKalb 
County Jail. 


HE SAYS GILMER IS HIS HOME. 


He Went Out on the Seaboard AirLine, 
and Jumped from tbe Train, and 
Was Takento Decatur and Jailed. 


Knell, that money eater, is still in jail at 
Decatur, but the indications are that he will 
be released today aud brought to Atlanta by 
Sheriff Austin. 

Kuell is about the only man in the country 
just at this time who has the nerve to chew 
up bank notes and cast the pieces to the 
wind. Every other man would rather put the 
money in his purse or let it go from him in 
supplying the wants and nevds of those about 
him. A money eater is a rarity, even in 
times of pienty, and in times when every 
one is financially strained he is still a greater 
rarity. 

Kxinell is a tall, lank,lean, red-haired, red- 
bearded man of about forty-five years of age. 
Tuesday afternoon when the Seaboard Air- 
Line pulled out of the union depot Kuell was 
one of the passengers on the train. Before 
the train reached Decatur he made himself 
known to every passenger aboard, and thany 
though he was drunk by (le manner in which 
he conducted himself. Just before the train 
reachea Mecatuc WKheil ustonisned every one 
by jumping from it Wihie is Was juoving 
ai iuli speed. he cCouductor stopped the 
train and expected to find the man dead, but 
When the trainmen Went back they tlound 
him Waiking aiong the trac&® At first he re 
fused to return to the tral. 2° was induced 
lu get ou aguin by the com tector. He In- 
sisted, however, upon riding on the platform 
and before the train had gene much further 
fell of, Again the train wus stopped and the 
man put back and placed under the guard of 
(WO passengers. Soun after the train passed 
WMecatur iknell pulled from his pocket a large 
roll of money and a purse Contaming quite 
ao snug sum in gold. ‘this he wanted to give 
to every one arvund him, and when the pas- 
sengers Who were guarding him refused to 
let him bestow his wealth upon strangers, 
he began tearing it up. 

At turst it was thought that 
drunk, but his actions finally induced those 
who were Watching him to believe that he 
Was crazy. At Monticello the conductor 
found twe farmers, to whem he stated what 
had transpired and asked ‘hem to take charge 
of the man and return hun to Decatur, where 
he could be placed in jail. The farmers put 
the man in a wagon and started to Decatur 
With him, but before they had gone half the 
distance he ¢became so violent that they 
were compelled to tie him = securely with 
ropes. In this way he was brought into De- 
catur and turned over to the sheriff, 


the man was 


A\uell was wild and most profuse was his 
abuse of all around him. tle was placed 
in a cell, but in a short time the sheriff 
was compelled to tie him to prevent him from 
doing himself bodily harm. All night long 
he made the jail hideous with his yells, and 
it Was nearly daylight when he sank down 
exhausted and went to sleep. 

Before S o'clock he was up again and 
about as wild as ever, but later in the morn- 
ing became quieter and talked quite rationally 
with Sherif. Austin. To the sheriff he sail 
that his name was Knell and that his home 
was in Gilmer county. He appeared to thiak 
that he Was near Marietta aud that he was on 
his way home. 

' have been in Atlanta long enough.” he 
said, “and when they let me out of that jail 
| thonght I was free. You know I have been 
in there for making liquor. I want to. go 
home now since [ huve been pardoned, and 1 
think the people here in Marietta might jet 
me out. Don't you?’ 

Knell had nearly $500 in good money and 
about $100 or more Wh he had mutilated. 
Jn a sack he had quite a number of $10 and 
S20 gg pieces, Which had evidently been 
packed away for a long time. They were 
piaced in layers, paper being between each 
piece and they had been there so long that 
the paper had worn away. Some of the pa- 
per bills wefe creased until almost ready to 
part where the folds were made, so long had 
they been folded up. Of the money destroyed 
about $50 was practically no good, as he 
had torn the bills in two and thrown away 
one end, Another package of the bills ha! 
one corner bitten out and they are all good, 
while another package had been masticated 
so compietely that nothing but pulp re- 
mained. 

During most of the day Knell was very 
quiet, but late in the afternoon he became go 
violent again that Sheriff Austin was con- 
pelled to watch him closely. The sheriff 
sent a number of telegrams: out yesterday 
making inquiry about the man, but up to a 
late hour last night had not received any re- 

don’t hear anything by noon tomor- 
row.”’ said the sheriff. “ll carry the man to 
Atlanta and if his friends come for him I'll 
giie him to faem, but if they don’t I'll have 
him eared for there. In the meantime I'll 
bcid the money subject to the order of some 
one who is authorized to take it. He is not 
at all able to care for himself, and to turn 
bim out with that amount of money on him 
would only be bidding for his robbery. When 
he jumped from the train it is a great won- 
der. I'm told. that he was not killed. ‘The 
train was pulling at the rate of fifty miles 
an henr, and he turned over and over before 
he hit the erceund. Those who saw him 
jump had no idea that he wou'd be found alive 
when trey went back for him. but when the 
trainmen rounded the eurve he was walking 
along singing and yelling. It is very litte 
sntisfaction I can get ont of him. He says 
Gilmer county is his home and that he has 
been in jail in Atlanta for a long time for 
making whisky. But I can’t hear anything 
about him from that county and I have sent 
quite a number of felegrams. , No one seems 
to know arything about him.’

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They Want te Knew What ¥ Wht the state Agricul- 
tural Department Voes for Them. 

In the crop report published by the state 
agricultural department a column is devoted 
to inguiries on subjects of interest to the 
farmers. This is a recent feature and it is 
drawing out the farmers. 

Among the receat questions ix one asking 
waar Ss good the state agricultural office does the 
armer 

Colonel Nesbitt will answer that question 
in his next report. 

“There is an impression over the state that 
this department Is ua expense to the tax- 
payers and that the farmers have to take 

»ney ont of their pockets to sustain it,”’ said 
the commissioner yesterday. “I had that same 
question propounded to me In a recent speech. 
As a matter of fact the department is not 
only self-sustaining, but it turns over money 
to the school fund. A fee of 10 cents is 
charged for inspecting fertilizers. There is a 
fee for inspecting oils, and this money more 
than pays the expenses of the department, 
Inspection secures better fertilizers and oils. 
The farmer is protected. Without inspection 
and anatysis there would be no protection. and 
the reliable companies would have to go out of 
business in the state, as the dishonest com- 
panies would undersel]l them. The chemist, 
with his two assistants, make 1.200 analraes 
ayear. Every brand of fertilizer comes under 
our eye, and if it does not come up the stan- 
dard it is shut out. =e)
